In order la 
give the trade a r&iige to choose 
from* we put this up in three 
different qualities. The lii-st is 
known ns the Mechanics T Spe¬ 
cial “X” type, and without 
question has [tiere r^l quality 
and a more perfect mechanism 
than any other machine of this 
type. The second quality lk 
known simply a* our Mechan¬ 
ics’ Special type and the third 
us our Challenge. 

The perfection of the Me¬ 
chanics 3 Special "X" type is 
the result of infinite detail. One of the ilrsl things a man notices in 
the mechanism is that the gears arc not cut square across, but are 
spiral in shape. This is standard in high-priced machinery that must 
he extremely smooi h-rimiHiijr, High-speeded and durable. The spiral- 
cut gear is much quieter running than spur cut, the teeth wear 
longer and there is fi coni iiiuOMH “pull” because three teeth are in 
mesh :j 1- nil times, 

ft will also lie noticed that the teeth of the main gear are suspend- 
I'd directly over the bearing,; not at one side T as would be the ease if 
]lic gear wheel had straight spokes. 11 will he many times longer 
before the hearings start to wear with lids sort of a gear, than as it 
the teeth were not suspended directly over the hearings.
